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Decision Made Sense 


The School Department acted wisely, in our judgment 


in refusing to close schools last week. 


It made considerable sense to keep the schools open, 


realizing that movies and other places where youngsters 


congregate, were also open.

Hunters Should Take Care 


Shooting around homes during this hunting season has 


been less prevalent than in some other years — but to the 


residents who have reported shooting in their back yards, 


this is of little consequence. 


For it is dangerous to have even one hunter fire his 


fun near enough to any home to possibly cause damage to 


persons or property. Folks living in the country have com- 


plained because hunters are firing within the 5UU-foot 
limit set by law — a clear infraction of the law but one 


hard to prevent. These folks are angry, because whenever 


a hunter shoots at a bird, he also menaces youngsters 


playing in the yards, 


We certainly can understand their concern. And we also 


recognize that most hunters are exceptionally careful to 


stay outside that 5UU-foot area. But a few, sometimes from 


out of town, have little consideration for the law when 


they see a pheasant. Sometimes, to be sure, they may not 


even know a house is nearby, 


being strangers to the area. 


This is not an excuse, though, because any hunter should 


familiarize himself with any area where he is going to 


shoot. 


This problem of hunting too close to homes is a hard 


one to solve, because it is very difficult for the police to 
take much action. They investigate any complaints — but 


usually the hunter has left the area before police can be 


and ret

notified 


to the scene. And it is obviously im- 


possible to patrol the town sufficiently to catch the 


hunters in the act. 


Thus we have to actually depend on the hunters the 


m- 


selves and their organizations. The few hunters who are 


breaking the law should be penalized 


organizations.
